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Voyager 
working 
well now 


PASADENA. Calif. (U P I) — The 
Voyager 2 spacecraft appeared to be 
functioning well today after a shaky 
launch that nearly ruined the flight 
towards Jupiter, scientists said Sunday. 
“ Two of the three problems, which 
came up during the launch, have 
diminished somewhat,” said Alan Wood 
of the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 
The space probe was launched from 
Cape Canaveral in Florida Saturday 
morning, but its control was taken over 
by JP L here after it separated from the 
launch rocket. 
“ There may have been a rough launch, 
but it’s a very accurate one,” Wood said. 
“ It’s on an excellent trajectory and we 
have to do only a minimum maneuver 
next week or so to bring it close on the 
target point of Jupiter.” 
One of the major problems was the ap­ 
parent failure of a boom to deploy fully. 
The boom holds the television cameras 
and science instruments. But JP L said it 
apparently did deploy, at least partially 
“ Engineers now believe it is within a 
very few degrees of full deployment, if 
not fully deployed,” Wood said. 
A faulty computer memory and the 
malfunction of one of three gyroscopes 
also caused some worry. 
“ The faulty computer memory is be­ 
ing checked,” Wood said. “ The science 
instruments that are on are all working 
normally. But there is practically no 
data because the channels are being used 
for engineering to analyze the 
problems.” 
Test photographs of the earth and 
moon were delayed and may not be per­ 
formed at all because by the time it 
could be done, the craft would be too far 
away. 
Voyager 2 and its sister vehicles are 
aimed at the outer planets of Saturn and 
Jupiter, largest in the solar system, 
seeking information of outer space. But 
Voyager 2 also has some information to 
give, if an alien finds it. 
Inside the craft is a goldplated 
phonograph reco rd — designed to last a 
billion years — featuring 110 minutes of 
the sounds of hundreds of animals, the 
cries of a newborn baby and greetings in 
55 earth languages. 
It also contains data that could be used 
to reproduce 315 photographs of earth 
people and messages from Present 
Carter and United Nations’ Secretary 
Kurt Waldheim. 


Voyager 2 actually was the first to be 
sent up 
Voyager 1 originally was 
scheduled to be launched Sept 1, but 
NASA officials decided late Sunday night 
to postpone the launching of Voyager 1 
for at least two days in an effort to learn 
more about the problems its pre­ 
decessor encountered in Saturday’s 
launch. 
Voyager Project Manager John Casani 
of the JP L , said, “ We are now working 
toward a Sept. 3 launch.” 
Voyager 1 will travel on a faster 
trajectory and should encounter Jupiter 
early in 1979, four months ahead of 
Voyager 2. 


Both spaceships have 11 instruments 
each to study the outer planets, their 
satellites, the rings of Saturn and in­ 
terplanetary space. After their studies, 
both will move into deep space 
Voyager 1 will reach its closest point 
to Jupiter March 5, 1979, flying about 
178,000 miles from the planet's surface. 
It also will study the four largest of the 
planet’s 13 — or maybe 14 — satellites

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A coalition of 
conservative groups is undertaking a 
major advertising and direct mail cam­ 
paign against ratification of the new 
Panama Canal agreement, and one 
senator is promising a filibuster when 
the time comes.

The American Conservative Union an­ 
nounced it was running an advertisement 
in the newspapers of eight cities, 
declaring: 
“ There is no Panama Canal! There is 
an American canal at Panama Don’t let 
President Carter give it away!” 
In a television interview Sunday, Sen. 
Jessie Helms, RN.C., promised a 
filibuster in the Senate when the 
proposed treaty is put up for a vote. 
Helms said although he does not know 
what position Senate GOP leaders will 
take on the issue, there definitely will be 


Record to jump delivery price 


A modest increase in the home subscription price of the Lompoc Record was 
announced today by Rennie L. Adam, general manager, effective Sept 1 
Home delivery price of the Record will go from the present $2.50 per month 
to $2 85. News rack prices will remain at 15 cents per single copy. Out of county 
mailing will be increased from $3 to $3 75, reflecting postal rate increases and 
from $2.50 to $2 85 for within county mailing. Those serving in the armed ser­ 
vices will be charged the in-county rate for subscriptions. 
The increase in subscription prices is the first since September, 1974. Record 
carriers have not had a percentage increase for their efforts since that time 
Adam stated They will receive 20 per cent of the increase. 
“ We have done everything possible to keep subscription increase to a bare 
minimum,” Adam explained. “ However, economic realities have caught up 
with the growth of the Record and the increase is unavoidable ” 
“ Over the years, newspapers have discounted their home delivery prices 
over the single copy price but newspapers can no longer afford to do this ” he 
stated. 
Adam pointed out that since the last subscription rate increase, the Record 
lias added new and expensive production equipment for better readability and 
timeliness of news and distribution; contracted for new columnists such as 
Jack Anderson and Erma Bombeck; purchased a computerized television 
weekly log, introduced the new Friday “ Olio” supplement; expanded news 
coverage to include daily coverage of Santa Ynez Valley and added editorial 
personnel for additional news coverage. 
Despite the increase, the Record still remains the lowest priced dailv new­ 
spaper on the Central Coast.

Israel rejects 
U.S. criticism 
of settlements 


T EL AVIV, Israel (U P I) — Israel, in 
officially rejecting U.S. criticism of its 
plans for new Jewish settlements on cap­ 
tured Arab lands, says the settlements 
“ will not be an obstacle to negotiations 
toward peace.” 
“ Israel does not accept and cannot ac­ 
cept the argument that Jewish settle­ 
ment in the land of Israel is illegal,” a 
cabinet statement drafted by Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin said Sunday 
“ The government expresses its sorrow 
at the unjustified (U.S.) statements, it 
said, but added: “ The government res­ 
tates that settlement is not and will not 
be an obstacle to negotiations toward 
peace.” 
The United States, several Arab 
leaders, Palestinian guerrillas, the 
European Common Market and even 
some Israelis have warned new settle­ 
ments on Jordan’s West Bank and 
Egypt's Gaza Strip will disrupt Arab- 
Israeli peace talks 
The cabinet also came under fire for 
voting last week to extend government 
services to Arabs in those territories, 
captured in the 1967 war, in a move oppo­ 
nents said was aimed at the full annexa­ 
tion of the lands.

Crash kills 
Lompoc pair

California Highway Patrol and other 
agencies today continued to investigate 
the highway crash Sunday night that 
claimed the lives of two Lompoc resi­ 
dents. 


Dead were Eugene Carl Rowe, 28, of 
1033 N. Daisy St., and Linda Maria Kiely, 
21, of 423 North I St. The identification of 
Kiely was believed accurate, but the 
CHP and sheriff’s officials said they 
were unable to contact anyone at the 
North I Street address to report the 
death. No one else was injured, ac­ 
cording to the CHP 


Kiely was a passenger in Rowe’s car. 
Both were pronounced dead at Lompoc 
Hospital shortly after the accident which 
occurred at about 10 p.m. 
The accident scene was on Rucker 
Road about 1,800 feet south of Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road. 
Witnesses reported Rowe was driving 


north on Rucker and was trying to pass 
two slower cars when his car sideswiped 
a car driven by Sherry Lynn Stewart, 16, 
of 1025 North O St. The Stewart car was 
southbound at the time, according to the 
CHP. She was not injured. 
One of the two cars being passed by the 
Rowe car, reportedly carried Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Dettamanti of 3118 Pelham 
Ave. Dettamanti is a rancher and a 
director of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District. Neither of the 
Dettamantis was injured, and neither 
was the unidentified driver of the second 
car, according to the CHP. 
The CHP said the Rowe car was on the 
wrong side of Rucker at the time of the 
accident. Stewart reportedly swerved 
her car to the right as it felt the impact 
of the other car. The CHP said Rowe’s 
car spun out of control, sheared off a 
utility pole and shot into a field where it 
landed in an upright position.

Vance, Chinese 
conduct meetinq 
1k *J 


PEKIN G (U P I) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance today held the Carter 
Administration’s first high-level contact 
with China’s new leadership. But the 
first day of talks failed to reach the 
critical issue of Taiwan and the future of 
Peking-Washington relations. 
The talks were held against the 
background of staged demonstrations by 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers and 
civilians who marched in celebration of 
the end of the 11th Communist Party con­ 
gress which publicly confirmed the new 
leadership of Hua Kuofeng. 
The demonstrators marched past the 
Great Hall of the People where Vance 
and his Chinese counterpart, Huang Hua, 
began their official encounter with 2*^ 
hours of talks about the international 
scene. 
Vance’s spokesman, Hodding Carter 
III. said the first meeting turned out to 
be a monologue by Vance, as he 
reviewed U S foreign policy in Europe 
and Asia The spokesman said the second 
business session Tuesday morning will 
be a continuation of Vance’s presenta­ 
tion 


This meant that the critical issue, the 
normalization of relations between Pek­ 
ing and Washington, will probably not be 
taken up until Wednesday, but there 
were hints in public statements about the 
Chinese and American attitudes 


At his ritual toast at a banquet tonight 
at the Great Hall, Foreign Minister 
Huang skirted the issue. 
Huang merely referred to the Shanghai 
communique of 1972 which said the both 
mainland China and Taiwan believe 
there is only one China, including 
Taiwan, and “ The United States does not 
challenge this view ” 


Huang referred to a speech by 
Chairman Hua. but did not choose to em­ 
barrass his American guest by directly 
quoting at the banquet the strong lan­ 
guage of Hua’s speech to the just- 
concluded party congress 
In it Hua said that “ Taiwan province is 
China’s sacred territory . ” When and how 
Peking choose to liberate Taiwan, he 
said, “ is entirely China’s internal affair 
which brooks no further interference 
whatsoever.”

JAKARTA, Indonesia (UPI) 
— More than 150 persons were 
reported dead or misssing to­ 
day in a powerful earthquake 
and tidal wave that struck In­ 
donesia's Eastern islands. A 
government official said the 
quake may have killed more 
persons than the 1976 tremor 
that left 500 dead on the isle of 
Bali. 
The latest official count in 
Jakarta said 72 persons died 
and 81 were reported missing 
after tidal waves swept the 
coastal areas of Bali, Lombok 
and Sumbawa — at some places 
reaching as far as three miles 
inland. 
Governmment officials said 
the toll of dead may far exceed 
that figure as a search and 
rescue team left Jakarta for the 
eastern Indonesian island of 
Sumbawa Monday. 
The government team left to 
lend airborne assistance to field 
workers searching for addition­ 
al v ic tim s and a sse ssin g 
damage caused by the quake 
that hit the eastern part of the 
archipelago Friday, a govern­ 
ment announcement said 
The team, led by Air-Marshal

hunger strike 


LEWISBURG, Pa (UPI) - 
W atergate c o n sp irato r G 
Gordon Liddy, accused of “ in­ 
timidating” fellow inmates into 
joining a hunger strike at the 
minimum security prison at 
Allenw ood. Pa , h as been 
transferred to the less friendly 
Lewisburg Federal Peniten­ 
tiary. 
A Lewisburg spokesman said 
Sunday a prison board will 
determine whether any action 
will be taken against Liddy and 
the 57 other Allenwood inmates 
sent to the maximum security 
prison Saturday for their parts 
in the strike. 
Allenwood spokesman John 
Kilkeary said Liddy was among 
“ a number of inmates suspect­ 
ed of intimidating others" into 
participating in the strike 
Kilkeary said he did not know 
whether the incident would af­ 
fect Liddy’s scheduled release 
on parole in September. Liddy 
was sentenced to 20 years for 
his role in W atergate, but 
President Carter reduced the 
sentence to eight years. 
Kilkeary said the transfers 
will remain in effect at least un­ 
til proceedings tills week. 


“ A board probably will 
review each individual case to 
determine if they will stay at 
Lewisburg. be transferred to 
another facility or back to 
Allenwood,” he said “ They are 
settin g up a p relim in ary 
schedule now.” 
K ilkeary said the strike 
protesting the ja il’s service, job 
assignments and working condi­ 
tions began Tuesday with a few 
inmates, then grew to include 
all 514 prisoners 
He said it 
ended at lunch Saturday. 
The inmates had been nego­ 
tiating with prison officials and 
Superintendent L Eldon Jenson 
agreed to examine several of 
the com plaints and rule on 
them later. 
Assistant jail superintendent, 
Michael Pringle, denied that 
anything was wrong with the 
food He called it “ good chow” 
and said it is eaten also by the 
prison staff. 
The hunger strike was the 
third — and longest — at 
Allenwood this year. L ast 
January, inmates staged a five- 
meal hunger strike and Liddy 
participated in a 24-hour hunger 
strike in July to protest living 
conditions.

“ We are basing our feelings

Forest Service leads 
assault on northern fire

The Forest Service directed 
an aerial attack on the 46,000- 
acre Hog Fire in northern 
California’s Klamath National 
Forest late Sunday when the 
smoke cleared enough to allow 
the tankers to get over the 
flames 
Rangers said the planes drop­ 
ped 25,000 gallons of retardant 
on the fire late in the afternoon 
The fire, started by lightning, 
has raged through the rugged 
timber country for 11 days A 
force of 5,400 fire fighters has 
been pressed into duty in an ef­ 
fort to stop the flames 
During the weekend firemen 
dug lines on the north end of the 


fire with plans for a “ backfire” 
along 19 miles. An 8l/a-rnile line 
was dug on the south side, and 
“ backfiring" was under way. 


The smoke has been hanging 
over the fire for several days, 
keeping the air tankers from at­ 
tacking the blaze The Sunday 
break which 
allow ed the 
renewed aerial attack gave a 
big boost to the men on the 
lines. 


The northern end of the fire

“ We are so pleased that we 
did it this way rather than at a 
church or a synagogue where it 
would be a cold service con­ 
ducted by somebody who didn’t 
really know him,” Arthur said 
“ He wasn’t religious, but he 
was a really good person ” 
Marx used to joke about 
wanting to be buried “ near a 
straight man,” but a family 
spokesman said the comedian’s 
remains would be cremated as 
G rou ch o had 
in stru c te d 
Groman Mortuary said the date 
of the cremation would not be 
announced. 
Among about two dozen 
persons attending the service 
were Bill Marx, son of Harpo; 
grandson Andrew Marx; and 
Nat Perrin, who brought the 
Marx Brothers to Hollywood 
Also, writer Julius Epstein; 
producer Irwin Allen; Eddie 
Buzzell, who directed several 
Marx Brothers’ films, including 
“ Day at the Circus” and “ Go 
West,” and Irving Drecher, 
who w rote se v e r a l M arx 
Brothers scripts 
Erin Fleming, the red-haired.

She told UPI she did not "feel 
up to” going to what she called 
the “ reception,” but evaded 
questions about whether she 
was invited 
However, she said “ dozens” 
of show business associates of 
M arx suggested that they 
“ have a party with lots of 
laughter the way Groucho 
would want it.” 
“ Groucho 
specifically 
in­ 
sisted that he wanted no tears 
when he died and would have no 
funeral,” she said. “ He detest­ 
ed funerals 
He thought they 
were barbaric.” 
Arthur Marx said the friends 
that dropped by talked about 
good times and laughed a lot 
He said people would remem­ 
ber Groucho because he made 
them laugh 
One friend recalled that on 
his 82nd birthday, Marx was 
asked how he would like to be 
remembered 
“ Alive,” he answered. “ If not 
that way, then dead ” 
Marx had been in failing 
health for months before his 
death from pneumonitis, a mild 
form of pneumonia, at Cedars- 
Smai Medical Center where he 
had been hospitalized since 
June.

— President Ferdinand Marcos 
today ordered the release of 
convicted and suspected gov­ 
ernment opponents and a m as­ 
sive relaxation of the tough 
martial laws he imposed five 
years ago. 
“ I have no intention of leav­ 
ing as a legacy to our people the 
in stitution of a com m and 
society,” Marcos told the open­ 
ing session of the World Law 
Conference, whose main topic 
is to be human rights. 
Marcos said he was granting 
amnesty for those convicted of 
subversion and ordering the 
release of all m artial-law 
prisoners, who have not yet 
been tried or placed under the 
jurisdiction of military tribu­ 
nals. 
An overnight curfew and in­ 
ternational travel ban on Filip­ 
pinos that were part of the m ar­ 
tial laws had been lifted as of 
Sunday and some local elec­ 
tions will be held within a year, 
Marcos said 


The elections for provincial 
governors and city and town 
mayors would be the first local 
balloting held in the Philippines 
since 1969, two years before 
Marcos proclamation of m ar­ 
tial law. 


Oil tankers 
loading again 
in Alaska 


VALDEZ. Alaska (UPI) - 
Oil tankers are taking on their 
cargo of Alaskan crude for the 
first time since “ human error” 
shut down the trans-Alaska 
pipeline nearly a week ago.

Feds think missing gifts 
may be in Nixon crates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate 
Banking Com mittee 
plans to investigate the “ ethics 
and soundness” of banking 
practices in light of Budget 
Director Bert Lance’s financial 
dealings 
Some of the apparently legal 
practices Lance engaged in “ go 
to the very heart of the ethical, 
efficient, and sound conduct of 
the American banking system ,” 
said committee Chairman Wil­ 
liam Proxmire Sunday 
“ Our committee will attempt 
to find out both how widespread 
these kinds of practices are and 
what regulatory and-or legal 
reforms are needed to end the 
abuses,” the Wisconsin Demo­ 
crat said 
Proxmire said the investiga­ 
tion will delve into a number of 
areas: Compensating and cor­ 
respondent bank balances, loan 
collateral, overdraft policies, 
failure of bank officials to file 
reports on borrow ings and 
business ventures, and different 
interest rates for different 
customers 
“ The report of the Comptroll­ 
er of the Currency on Budget 
Director Lance raises a number 
of serious questions about both 
the ethics and soundness of 
banking practices,” Proxmire 
said 
His statement gave no indica­ 
tion that the committee plans to 
probe Lance’s activities. The 
Senate Government A ffairs 
Committee has scheduled the 
start of that investigation Sept 
7 
Although the Comptroller of 
the Currency said last week 
Lance’s complex banking prac­ 
tic e s did not involve any 
criminal wrongdoing. Proxmire 
said the report raised a number 
of questions: 
—Was there an understanding 
that Lance would get a loan 
from the Manufacturers Hanov­ 
er Trust Co of New York in 
return for Lance’s bank — the 
National Bank of Georgia — 


leaving 20 per cent of the loan 
amount in the New York bank? 
—Why were neither Lance’s 
loan 
from 
M an u factu rers 
H anover T rust and F irst 
National Bank of Chicago fully 
collateralized or insured with 
pledged collateral9 


— Why were overdrafts in 
Lance’s account and that of his 
family in his own bank larger 
than the certificates of deposit 
on file with the bank and why 
did the accounts remain inter­ 
est free for a considerable 
time? 


—Why was Lance allowed not 
to report 50 loans to either the 
National Bank of Georgia or the 
Calhoun First National Bank 
while he was an officer of the 
banks? 
—Why could Lance borrow 
large sums at the prime in­ 
te re st ra te plus a sm all 
premium when such interest 
rates are not routinely availa­ 
ble even to affluent borrowers 
with fully collateralized loans9 
“ These examples from the 
report indicate that present 
bank 
p ra c tic e s m ay give 
special advantages to bankers 
either from their own banks as 
insiders or from other banks 
with whom their banks have a 
correspondent 
relationship,” 
Proxmire said 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
State Department wants per­ 
mission to examine crates of 
Nixon materials to determine if 
they contain “ missing” gifts 
given the Nixon fam ily by 
foreign leaders, the Washington 
Post reported today 


Poor record keeping may ac­ 
count for some of the unac­ 
counted gifts in the Gov­ 
ernment Services Administra­ 
tion collection, 
but officials 
believe the Nixon fam ily 
retained custody of some of the 
presents, the newspaper said 
Federal law requires the 
president and his family to give 
the government foreign gifts 
worth more than $50 
Evan Dobelle, chief of proto­ 
col for the Carter administra­ 
tion. is scheduled Wednesday to 
ask federal court Judge Aubrey 
E Robinson for permission to 
pick through some 200 packing 
crates of Nixon materials in 
government storage, the Post 
said. 
According to GSA records, 
about 2.000 foreign gifts valued 
at an estimated $2 million were 


presented to Nixon during his 
presidency, the Post said 
Among the gifts retained by 
the Nixon family, the newspa­ 
per said, is one described by the 
White House gift unit as a 
“ very fine hand-painted minia­ 
ture portrait of the President 
done on ivory ... 18 karat gold 
oval frame on easel back sur­ 
rounded with golden leaves and 
branches, many blossoms’ of 
single and clustered turquoise 
and sapphire stones ” 
Nixon’s wife Pat informed 
the White House gifts unit two 
days after Nixon’s resignation 
in 1974 that she would keep the 
gift from the shah of Iran 
The newspaper said earlier 
efforts to locate missing gifts 
given the Nixon family were 
thwarted by the legal controv­ 
ersy over the Nixon tapes and 
documents The Supreme Court 
recen tly ruled the Nixon 
m aterials belonged to the 
government, not the ex-presi­ 
dent.

clash between members of the 
gang and white prisoners. 
Because of security demands 
imposed by the segregated 
lockup, visiting time, out-of-cell 
program time and time in the 
prison yard were all reduced

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Clash between Franchise Tax Board, 
administrator over power on horizon 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
state Franchise Tax Board and 
its powerful veteran chief staff 
administrator seem headed for 
another potentially bone-shak­ 
ing confrontation over who is 
boss 
Newly at the edge of the 
prolonged fray is Gov. Edmund 
G Brown Jr. 
In recent months, the three- 
member board has succeeded 
in trimming the authority of 
Executive Officer Martin Huff, 
for 14 years the man in charge 
of the vast state income tax 


collection system. 
(The executive officer is un­ 
ique in state government 
because he is the single non­ 
elected state official who can 
be fired only by two-thirds 
vote of the Senate. Such protec­ 
tion is intended to insulte tax 
administration from politics.) 
One member, William Ben­ 
nett, has charged that Huff and 
his staff flatly “ resist supervi­ 
sion" by the board. Chairman 
Kenneth C ory, the state 
controller, terms the issue 
delicately as “ organizational 


difficulties." 
But the soft-spoken Huff, one 
of the most powerful and in­ 
fluential figures in state 
government, says he sees “ no 
conflict" between himself and 
the board. 
“ To the best of my knowledge 
and belief, and we’ve endeav­ 
ored very hard to do so, we’ve 
complied with every request 
that the board has made," Huff 
says. 
The board consists of Demo­ 
crats Cory, Bennett and state 
Finance Director Roy M. Bell. 


It is scheduled to meet Thurs­ 
day on what the only agenda 
item lists vaguely as “ ad­ 
ministrative organization and 
personnel assignments." 


Cory refused to discuss 
publicly what he had in mind 
when he called the meeting 


He said the board, because of 
“ either organizational or com­ 
munications problems" has 
found that sometimes “ our in­ 
structions are not being obeyed 
or they are being misunder­ 
stood ’’

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Approach of school start 
tax relief plan 'urgent' 


SA C RA M EN TO (U P I) — 
California schools open in two 
weeks and the chairman of a 
joint legislative committee on 
school finance says that makes 
a compromise with a major 
property tax relief proposal 
even more urgent. 
Assemblyman Leroy Greene, 
D-Sacramento, said in an inter­ 
view the lawmakers working on 
both plans were deadlocked but 
would try again this week to 
smooth out differences. 
“ W ere pretty much sty­ 
mied,” Greene said in an inter­ 
view. “ But we still have to find 
out where property tax is com­ 
ing from before we can act.” 
Among other bills on crowded 
legislative calendars are ones 
to stave off a possible $1 billion 
increase in federal unemploy­ 
ment payments for California 
businesses and to deny proba­ 
tion to persons convicted of in­ 
juring the elderly or severely 
handicapped 
Lawmakers plan to wind up 
business by Sept 15 in the first 
year of the legislative session. 
But Greene said even if a 
compromise on the two major 
spending bills of th^ year is 
reached at the last minute 
schools would suffer 
“ School is about to start, and 
we can’t come in after that with 
some of our programs,” he 
said “ The governor has said he 
doesn t want to see those bills 
unless they come to him 
together and will veto them if 
they are passed as they now 
stand ” 
Greene added that certain 
provisions designed to “ recap­ 
ture” some tax revenues from 
wealthy school districts and 
share them with poor school 
districts would be impossible to 
implement after the school 
year starts 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr .’s 
top finance experts have said 
the two plans would push the 
state budget into the red in two 
years, forcing a tax increase 
The governor said he is 
“ redoubling” his efforts to 
block any new tax levies 
The Senate Industrial Rela­ 
tions Committee will hold a 
special hearing Monday to 
reconsider a bill the Brown ad­ 
ministration says must be pas­ 
sed to avoid a $1 billion federal 
unemployment tax increase for 
California business 
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The committee two weeks 
ago defeated the Assembly- 
passed measure (AB644) by As­ 
semblyman Alister McAlister, 
D-San Jose, which would have 
brought state unemployment 
laws into conformity with 
federal statutes. 


The Assembly Criminal Jus­ 
tice Committee Monday after­ 
noon planned a hearing on a 
Senate-passed measure that 
would prevent judges from 
placing on probation persons 
convicted of injuring the elder­ 
ly or handicapped 


The bill (SB370) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach, would deny probation to 
any person convicted of injur­ 
ing anyone who is older than 60, 
b lind, a 
p a r a p l e g i c or 
quadriplegic during a crime.

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How to keep your car cooking with oil 
California's drought 
endangers shrimp species 


F L O W E R M OUND , Tex 
(U PI) — In 1972 Richard Clem 
announced the invention of a 
way to operate automobile 
engines on cooking oil. 
He was still making that 
claim today, even though his 
first prototype motor fell apart 
and he had been “ strung along” 
by at least 15 companies before 
he found financial backing 


Clem, 48, a heavy equipment 
operator for the city of Dallas 
and part-time inventor, says if 
the automobile industry adopts 
his invention motorists could 
change the eight gallons of 
vegetable oil only every 150,000 
miles and never buy any gas. 
“ We could get away from this 


expensive gasoline,’’ Clem 
said, and eliminate pollution. 
Clem said he uses vegetable 
oil because his motor runs at 
300 degrees — a temperature 
where water has boiled away 
and conventional motor oil 
breaks down Though he won’t 
divulge many details of the 
engine, a 12-volt battery appar­ 
ently is the only other source of 
power 


When Clem finished his 
first vegetable oil engine in 
1972, he mapped a 600-mile test 
trip to E l Paso for the first 
engine he had financed through 
his earnings. But he only made 
it as far as Abilene before the 
“ shafts and everything bent 


He blamed the failure on poor 
construction, too small a shaft 
and the use of chains instead of 
gears. Undaunted, he decided to 
try again, but said, “ I needed 
money to build this thing bet­ 
ter.” 


Neither the automobile indus­ 
try nor the 15 other companies 
he wrote — some as far away as 
Taiwan — were interested in 
financing a prototype and then 
manufacturing it 
“ They said this thing is not 
feasible according to the laws 
of physics,” Clem said “ But I 
said, Well it does (work), and 
if it doesn’t work like I said it 
does, you don’t have to give me 
anything.”

The shrimp have been around 
a million years and could have 
“ toughed it out” if man in re­ 
cent years had not pumped out 
so much water from the 
streams, Dr 
Joel Hedgpeth 


said. 
To 
save 
the s pecies, 
biologists scooped up a hundred 
shrimp last April 
Half were 
put in a tank at the Oakland 
Museum 


The tank was supposed to be 
sterile, but hiding in the vegeta­ 
tion were eggs of the Japanese 
coy carp The carp hatched, and 
ate the shrimp 


The other half were taken to 
the University of California s 
marine laboratory at Bodega 
Bay So far, this group seems to 
be surviving, but it is difficult 
to take a census

WASHINGTON - The big gam e 
hunters who are slau gh terin g en ­ 
dangered animals may have found an 
ally at the Interior Dept. 
The hunters are taking careful aim at 
the list of endangered species, which 
protects such rapidly vanishing animals 
as the leopard, zebra, 
antelope, 
quail 
and 
Mexican duck 
If the 
hunters w ater down 
the safeguards, they 
will be able to kill and 
im p o r t 
g r e a t e r 
num bers of the im ­ 
p e r ile d 
a n im a l s 
Should restrictions be 
lifted, for exam ple, 
the sleek leopard may 
soon be seen nowhere 
except in the windows 
of chic fur salons. 
Until recently, the United States has 
been leading the fight against wholesale 
slaughter of endangered animals 
But 
that policy has now been jeopardized by 
the Interior Dept s top official in charge 
of protecting wildlife. 
He is the pipe-smoking, personable 
Robert Herbst, who has quietly caved in 
to the demands of the hunting lobby. He 
will permit a hunter to be one of two 
private U.S. representatives to an inter­ 
national conference which will decide 
whether many endangered species will 
survive That decision, fumed one en­ 
vironm entalist, 
“ is 
like 
sending a 
member of the Ku Klux Klan to an inter­ 
national conference on human rights to 
provide ‘balance’ to the delegation ” 
Herbst in sists, however, that the 
hunters should have a vote at the conven­ 
tion “They represent a certain elem ent 
of the conservation community that has 
a right to be heard,' he told us “ I just 
saw it as a fair thing to do.'' 
Herbst made up his mind after huddl­ 
ing privately with three officials of 
Safari Clubs International. Even though 
the hunters fiercely oppose U.S. policy 
on endangered species. Herbst permitted 
the Safari officials to choose one of their 
own to attend the conference Growled 
one Interior official: “ Everybody found 
out about it after the fact.” 
During Herbst’s recent tenure as Min­ 
nesota’s top environmentaTofficial. the 
Interior Dept, formally threatened to 
take him to court for allegedly authoriz­ 
ing the slaughter of endangered timber 
wolves Herbst maintained the regula­ 
tions were confusing. 
We have discovered that Herbst m is­ 
led the Senate when he testified at his 
confirmation hearings that he tried to 
change the w olf’s status from “en­ 
dangered” to “ threatened ” We have ob­ 
tained a letter in which Herbst requested 
that Minnesota wolves be removed from 
all federal protection 
The hunters, however, were so im pres­ 
sed with Herbst’s previous performance 
that they enthusiastically supported him 
at his Senate confirmation hearings 
LIKELY CHOICE:

Zablocki, D -W is , a one-tim e choir 
director and organist who now chairs the 
Berry’s World 
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House International Relations Commit­ 
tee. is not exactly shy about tooting his 
own horn 
R ecen tly , 
for ex a m p le, Speaker 
Thomas “ Tip” O’Neill asked a number 
of House chairmen for nominees to serve 
on the new com m ittee on intelligence. 
F ive respected congressm en on the 
International Relations Comm ittee vied 
for the opportunity. Zablocki carefully 
su rveyed the a v a ila b le talen t and 
decided on an even better choice — 
himself. 
Zablocki told us he had asked for ad 
receiv ed the sp ea k er’s p erm ission 
before

He has 
developed expertise in the intelligence 
field, he added. 
O’Neill was reportedly miffed at the 
plodding but am iable Zablocki for pick­ 
ing himself. A spokesman for O’Neill of­ 
ficially denied this 
This isn’t the first tim e the Milwaukee 
congressman has promoted his own can­ 
didacy. Last February, Zablocki raised a 
ruckus when someone else was chosen as 
chairman of the House delegation to the 
North Atlantic Assembly. 
“ I feel as chairman of the com m ittee I 
should be chairman of the delegation,” 
he whined to O’N eill. The speaker 
scolded Zablocki and the congressman 
threatened to pick up his marbles and go 
home 
Zablocki later changed his mind about 


quitting the delegation. But he’s now 
learned the rules well enough to make 
sure he's chosen for the im portant 
gam es. 
INDOCHINA UPDATE: North V iet­ 
nam ese pilots have been flying som e of 
the sophisticated U.S. jet fighters, 
bombers and transport planes that were 
left behind when Saigon fell. They are 
astounded, say our sou rces, at the 
technical assistance and knowledge the 
United States shared with South Viet­ 
nam. The Soviets gave the North V iet­ 
nam ese plenty of supplies but would 
never relinquish their technical exper­ 
tise ... 
T h e C o m m u n ists in L a o s, sa y 
diplomatic sources, are anxiously trying 
to secure U.S. economic aid. They con­ 
tinually bring up the subject on their 
radio broadcasts and to visiting U.S. 
diplomats. In return, the Laotians may 
offer to help find missing U.S. pilots shot 
down over their country ... 
When the brutal Khmer Rouge Com­ 
munists took over Cambodia in 1975, 
thousands of refugees fled to Thailand 
and Vietnam At first, the refugees were 
returned to Cambodia Then, according 
to U S analysts, the Vietnamese began 
to notice the bodies of refugees floating 
down the Mekong River. Now the Viet­ 
nam ese talk privately of the “brutality” 
of the Cambodians and refuse to return 
any more refugees. 


In Washington by Martha Angle and Robert Walters 
Parking issue heats up 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There are 
undoubtedly weightier issues confronting 
the Supreme Court these days than the 
constitutionality of local government ef­ 
forts to ban com m uter parking in 
residential neighborhoods. 
But for those of us who struggle daily 
to surmount the mul­ 
titudinous hazards of 
modem urban living, 
there is nothing like 
th e lo o m in g le g a l 
shoot-out between city 
dwellers and suburban 
com m uters to raise 
the blood pressure and 
set the old adrenalin 
racing 
Let it be said at the 
__ 
outset that we make 
no pretense of viewing 
with objectivity the 
case which Arlington County. Va. has 
thrust before the Supreme Court by at­ 
tempting to protect its own residents 
from the seige of invading com muters. 
Just try to be objective when you have 
experienced the dubious delight of walk­ 
ing out your front door in the morning to 
confront a solid rank of double-parked 
cars, engines reving, exhausts smoking, 
jockeying for a shot at any parking space 
vacated by a neighborhood resident. 
Try staying cool when you drive your 
kid to school at 8:30 a.m . and return 
home to discover there’s not a prayer of 
parking your car again until 6 p.m. when 
the com m uters clear out for the suburbs. 
You try it. As for us, w e’ll peg our 
hopes on Arlington County, San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Wilmington, 
Del., Cambridge, 
Mass. and all those other com m unities — 
including, at long last the District of 
Columbia — which have adopted or­ 
dinances restricting parking privileges 
in congested urban areas to the residents 
of those neighborhoods. 
For once, the Justice Department has 
plunged into the legal fray on the side of 
the good guys — which is to say, the side 
we happen to support. 
In its “ friend of the court” brief asking 
the Supreme Court to review the case 
the Justice D epartm ent did not, of 
course, describe the disputed parking 
ban as a weapon in the war between city 
dwellers and suburbanites 
No indeedy. That would sound ... well, 
discriminatory, as the Virginia Supreme 
Court rather acidly suggested in its 
benighted decision striking down the 
Arlington County ordinance on grounds 
that no one is entitled to “ A parking 
monopoly in the public streets.” 
The Justice Department, bless its in­ 
ventive little soul has whomped up a 
m ore p r e se n ta b le a rg u m en t: 
the 
Arlington County parking ban, and 
others like it elsewhere, help fight air 
pollution created by all those com ­ 
m uters’ cars. 
Now. everybody knows that air pollu­ 
tion is bad for people and other living 
creatures And the Supreme Court itself 
has previously ruled, in other situations. 


that certain legislative acts which dis­ 
crim inate against particular classes of 
people or activities are perfectly perm is­ 
sible as long as they are "rationally 
related to a legitim ate state interest.” 
The exception, the court has said, is 
any type of legislative classification 
which “ tram m els fundamental personal 
rights or is drawn upon inherently 
su sp ect d istin ctio n s such as ra ce, 
religion or alienage ...” 
Cars obviously have no race, religion 
or ethnic heritage. And the use of a car, 
the court has held, is not a fundamental 
personal right. Fighting air pollution is 
clearly a “ legitim ate state interest.” 
The Justice Department says the United 
States of America is all for it, even if the 
battle requires a little discrimination. 
“ Any program to reduce pollution, in­ 
cluding restrictions on non-resident 
parking, im poses hardships on those who 
must alter their behavior, but the ex­ 
istence of such hardships is inevitable,” 
the department says in its bnet. 
Hard cheese, com m uters Uncle Sam 
is on our side in this little skirmish, so 
take a bus to work, pay to park in a down­ 
town garage, or com e sam ple the joys of 
city life — like free street parking.

D e a r Editor. 
I am writing this in reference to the ar­ 
ticle “Council OKs PG&E Refund” in 
W ednesday August 17, 1977 Lompoc 
Record 
I was upset to learn that the City Coun­ 
cil had decided to give a blanket refund 
and spend the remainder of the moneys 
on mid-street lighting. 
I do not agree with the way the remain­ 
ing moneys, after the blanket refund has 
been dispersed, is going to be used. I feel 
this is a misappropriation of funds or if 
we (the residents of the City of Lompoc > 
are paying this Fuel Cost Adjustment to 
the City of Lompoc as a tax, the City of 
Lompoc is collecting funds under false 
pretenses. 
According to the City Treasurer’s of­ 
fice the Fuel Adjustment Cost is “based 
upon the amount of fuel used in PG&E’s 
electric generating plants. These costs 
have steadily increased and have risen 
sharply in the last 3 months The City has 
no alternative but to add this cost to each 
custom er’s bill. The fuel cost adjustment 
rate you pay is the sam e rate the City 
pays. This can be computed by multiply­ 
ing the rate shown on the bottom of your 
bill tim es the kilowatt hours which 
equals the amount you are charged for 
the fuel cost adjustm ent.” This is the 
literature that is handed to you when you 
ask questions concerning the Fuel Cost 
Adjustment 
If this statem ent is correct the City 
has no right, legally or morally to use 
any of the moneys collected for anything 
other than to pay the increased fuel cost 
as this was not a tax but to help pay the 
cost of the cities fuel 
Why do we need more mid-street 
lighting? I thought we were in the midst 
of an "energy crisis.” Why are we in­ 
stalling more of som ething that is going 
to use more fuel? 
If the mid-street lighting is installed, 
does this m ean w e w ill be paying 
another, or m ore Fuel Adjustm ent 
Costs9 
It is my belief that all money should be 
refunded to those that paid the adjust­ 
ment cost, just as the Federal Govern­ 
ment pays a refund to the individual for 
the overage collected on your Federal In­ 
com e Tax. I am in full agreem ent with 
Councilmember E C. Stevens who states 
that a full refund should be given to the 
citizens.
